The resignation of Devoto will fol-

Holbrook, 


Ariz., dated 5 a. m. today, says: 


; 
"The flood waters of the Little Colo- 


: rado river reached their highest at 2 a. 


m. today and began slowly receding. At 
this hour it has fallen four feet and all 
danger appears to be past. The damage 
to Holbrook will be slight, but the town 
was saved by a very narrow margin, the 
river cutting to within ten feet of the 
residences. 
The waters are still wear- 


ing away the banks next to the town, 
however, and all hands today are work- 
ing to stop the cutting. Wool bags are 
being filled with sand and dropped over 
the bank into the river, forming a rip- 
rap. 


At 1 o'clock this morning the Little 


. Colorado river, normally a stream of in- 


significant proportions, was a- raging tor- 
rent, filled to the edges with debris of 
all descriptions from the valley above. 
The damage to the rich valley through 
which the flood came will reach into the 
hundreds of thousands. The damage at 
Woodruff, below St. Johns, where the 
second dam was carried out. and the 
country surrounding it is "estimated at 
about $100.000, and at St. John's where 
the first dam went, at about 5200,000. 


The rich valley of the Little Colorado 


has 
suffered almost irreparably. 
The 
loss will fall chiefly upon the farmers 
and ranchers of the valley and will total 
several hundred thousand dollars. It is 
likely that the country has been so de- 
vastated that crops for the coming sea- 
son will be an impossibility. 


So far as known there has been no loss 


of life attending the dam break, with the 


exception of the or.e Mexican reported 
drowned at St. Johns. The warning sent 
ahead ot the floofl undoubtedly saved 
many, as it enabled the inhabitants of 
the valley to reach high ground ahead ot 
the water. 


The inhabitants .of 
Holbrook are re- 


turning to the city" this morning and it 
is expected that by noon the town will 
have resumed 
its. normal 
appearance 


again. 
Household goods are being un- 


loaded from the box cars where they 
were hastily piled wltn the expectation 
of hauling them out to save them from 
the 
^Koocl. 
Merchants 
are 
returning 


stocks of merchandise 
to their stores, 


which were emptied in the few hours yes- 
terday that intervened between the time 
the first warning was receivd and night- 
fall. 


The precautions taken to save the city 


from Inundation cost the citizens and 
the Santa Fe Railway Company a con- 
siderable sum of money, but the work 
was effective and- the waters successfully 
resisted, although 
by a. narrow margin. 


Had the waters risen a few feet more 
early this morning the town would have 
been flooded and practically wiped out. 
There is much rejoicing among the peo- 
ple of the town at its fortunate escape.

Toe delegates to the

experiment was to determine bow long 
It would take a clock beat to travel to 
different points through the world. 
The experiment "was a success as far as 
this city was concerned, .and Prof. Burck- 
halter is enthusiastic over the results. 
He said last evening, when interviewed: 
"I expected the signals, of which there 
are 201. counting the breaks, which .were 
as important as the signals, to reach the 
observatory in abaut two tenths of a sec- 
ond. The meantime clock of the Obser- 
vatory' was purposely brought to two- 
tenths of a second slow. 
When the 
Washington clock began beating it -was 
found to be one-tenth of a second ahead 
of the Observatory clock, showing the 
time of transmission was Just one-tanth 
of & second. 
"The curfew bells were placed m 'cir- 
cuit by the city electrician, and every- 
thing: worked perfectly. A telegram was 
at once sent to Washington reporting 
the complete success of the signals."

Mayor Mott's Wise Suggestion. 


Mayor Mott has laid his finger on the weak spot in the city's 


fiscal system. 
He points out that the present method of assessing 


property for purposes of municipal taxation is the cause of the in- 
sufficiency of revenue, a fact that is apparent to every one familiar with 
the city's affairs. 
The city will suffer from this financial stringency 


so long as the State and county assessment is taken as the assessment 
for municipal purposes. 


_ No other city in the State, save San Francisco, which has a con- 


solidated city and county /government, ties itself down to the assess- 
ment for general purposes. 
In Los Angeles the municipal roll foots 


up many millions more than the State and county roll, and hence that 
city is not perpetually embarrassed by financial stringency. 
Los 


Angeles has many times voted bonds for park, sewer and other im- 
provements, jet its tax rate is higher than Oakland's, although its 
municipal assessment is also proportionately higher. 


The Mayor suggests that the remedy for the unfortunate condi- 


tion \\hich hampers the city government is to amend the charter so as 
to permit a separate assessment for municipal purposes. The assess- 
ment of Oakland for the next fiscal year is estimated in round num- 
bers at 855,000,000, which will yield about $690,000 revenue, less five 
per cent for delinquency. If the assessment could be ra.ised to $75,- 
000,000, the revenue could be materially increased and the tax rate 
lowered. A dollar rate would give the city about $750,000 against 
the $690,000 which can be derived under the present assessment with 
a rate of $1.26 on the $100 valuation. 
» 


The advantage would be three-fold. The city would have from 


$50,000 to $75,000 to spend on general betterments such as parks 
and streets, and municipal improvements would more nearly corres- 
pond with the march of private improvement. 
_ It would be a favorable 


advertisement to the city to lower its tax rate, while the increase in its 
assessed valuation would be a convincing proof, when coupled with 
a lowered tax rate, of the growth of the city and the increase in its 
property values. 


It ib to be hoped that the Mayor's wise suggestion,will 
bear 


fruit. 
If it is adopted, and the charter amended in the particular of 


making assessments, the principal drawback to municipal improve- 
ment will be cleared away. A low rate of taxation and a high assess- 
ed valuation are two of the strongest recommendations a city can have 
for intending investors. Oakland has too long clung to the mistake 
of having a high rate on a low assessment.

Hill on Railroal Discrimination. 


James J. Hill, President of the Great Northern Railroad, has 


thrown a light on discrimination in 
railway freight charges more 


favorable than the one _ in which it popularly regarded. He shows 
that in some instances discrimination develops traffic both foreign and 
domestic without inflicting special injury to persons or localities and 
materially assists in building up communities and industries. 


For instance, he sa>s when the Great Northern was built there 


wa,s no eastern outlet for the lumber of western Washington and no 
Oriental market for Minnesota flour. He made a low rate for flour 
going West and a low rate for lumber going East, thus building up 
a remunerative traffic for the people at both extermities of the line 
and making business for his railroad. Foreign trade through the 
Washington ports was stimulated, with the result of establishing a 
first-class steamship service between Seattle and Asiatic ports fitted to 
compete in every respect with the Oriental steamship service of the 
Canadian Pacific. Furthermore, this through traffic built up on dis- 
crimination enabled the Great Northern to give a better service and 
lower rates to its intermediate patrons. 


A single concrete instance of this character is worth a ton of 


theory. 
It furnishes conclusive evidence that discrimination on broad 


lines is a help rather than a hindrance to legitimate business and can 
be made a mighty. fa,ctor in the development of internal and external 
trade. 


But it can also be made an instrument of grinding oppression. 


That is, if Mr. Hill's road should give certain millers in Minnesota and 
certain lumbermen in Washington much lower rates than the rates 
accorded their local competitors, some individuals would be built up 
and others torn down. This form of discrimination destfoys and 
builds up at will, and if permitted places whole communities and ex- 
tensive industries at the mercy of railway managers. 
This form of 


discrimination has been practiced extensively in the past, and it is this 
kind of discrimination, still practiced by giving rebates, that provoked 
the enactment of the Interstate Commerce laws and the creaton of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission of which Mr. Hill so energetically 
complains. 


The public would like to hear what defense Mr. Hill has to offer 


for this form of discrimination

IMPORTANCE OF CARBON. 


Without It, or Its Equivalent, Wa Could 


Have No Arc-light. 


The electric arc-light as now so com- 
monly used is produced by the passage 
of a powerful electric current between 
the slightly separated ends of a pair of 
carbon rods, or "carbons," about twelve 
inches long and from three-eights to one- 
naif inch in diameter, placed •vertically 
end to end in the lamp. 
The lamp 
mechanism is so constructed that when 
no current is passing, the upper carbon, 
which is always, made th# positive one. 
rests upon the lowct by the action of 
giayity, but as soon as the electric cur- 
lent is established the carbons are auto- 
maticallj separated about an eighth of 
an inch, thus forming a gap of high re- 
sistance in the electric circuit, across 
jsnich the current is forced, resulting in 
the production of intense heat. The ends 
of the carbons are quickly heated to 
brilliant incandescence, and by the bum- 
Ing action of the air are maintained in 
the form of blunt points. As the carbons 
burn away, the lamp mechanism feeds 
the upper one downward just fast enough 
to maintain the proper separation

Victims of the Career 
Cra^e==It Pares Through 


Every' QM's Home 


BY DOROTHY D!X. 


Girls leave home because nine young 


women out of ten are victims of the 
career craze. . 


Home, sweet homei whether it is a 


father's home or a husband's home, is 
no longer the goal of a girl's ambition. 
It does not even appeal to her. , A cyn- 
ical: man once declared that home was 
a place to which to go when one 
'couldn't go anywhere else, ana 
the 


modern maiden looks at it pretty much 
from that point of view. Home is a 
place in which to stay if you haven't 
enough talent or intelligence to make 
a living outside of it. 


She considers the making of a home 


as an occupation unworthy of a wo- 
man' of intelligence, and she regards 
the domestic woman with a certain 
pitying contempt. 


This isn't what she1' wants of life. 


What she yearns lor is a career. The 
women she envies are actresses, sing- 
ers, lecturers, popular writers—people 
who'are always standing in the full 
glare of publicity. 


The idea that a woman finds a more 


lucrative Held for her activities,^ more 
happiness, or a wider scope for her 
missionary efforts outside of a home is 
the most mischievous theory in the 
world. 


BUDDING TALENT. 


But it is epidemic. It is as contag- 


ious as the measles. It rages through 
every girl's school, and every girl has 
it at some time before she is 20. 


If Sallie can draw a female figure 


that can be recognized at sight as the 
picture of a woman, without having to 
have the title written underneath, she 
forthwith begins to sigh for life in a 
studio. 


If Mary can read aloud so that you 


can understand her,, or sing a ballad 
without failing on and~ off the key, she 
immediately begins to dream'of the 
stage. If Lucy is a noble and serious- 
minded young woman who really has 
a desire to be of use to her fellow 
creatures, she yearns to go away and 
elevate society in the slums. 


It never seems to even occur to any 


of these girls to apply their talents to 
making their homes more 
beautiful, 


more cheerful, 
more Interesting, or 


that parents might enjoy the exercise 
of the accomplishments that they have 
cultivated in their daughters, or that 
an older sister might have an ennob- 
ling influence in forming the ideals 
of the younger members of the fam- 
ily. 


iVo, indeed. Not much. The home is 


too narrow for the young girl of today. 


WITH NO TALENT. 


So far as my personal experience 


goes—and every year I get thousands 
of letters from girls all over the coun- 
try telling me of their ambitions and 
soliciting my aid—the first burning 
desire of every young woman's heart 
is to become an actress. 


The second is to be an artist, the 


third to do newspaper work, and, fail- 
ing these three careers, to become a 
stenographer, _but not one 
girl 
has 


ever expressed an inclination to stay 
at home. 


If all girls yere geniuses, or if all 


girls were forced to support them- 
selves, this exodus of girls from home 
would be bad enough, but 
it would 


at' least be justified 
by 
glorious 


achievements or excused by hard nec- 
essity. 


The pitiful part, however, is that 


most *of the girls who leave home to 
seek their fortunes have not one iota 
of-talent, or any real need for earning 


money, and they crowd .into occupa- 
tions for which they have no fitness 
simply and solely because they 
are 


bitten by the career mania. — 


It sounds too incredible to be true, 


but it is a fact, nevertheless, that In 
all of our large cities there are thous- 
ands of young women who have turn- 
ed their backs upon good, comfortable 
homes and kindvparents, and who are 
actually starving while they futilely 
and frantically struggle to ,do some- 
thing that nature never intended them 
to do. 


These are the girls who have an- 


swered somebody else's call to write, 
to paint, to act. 


SO THEY SUFFER. 


They live in bare hall bedrooms and 


cook messes over the gas jet, while 
they wait in heart-breaking anxiety 
for the postman, who brings back the 
wishy-washy poetry and inane stories 
with which they have flooded editors; 
they haunt 
the 
theatrical agencies 


where fly-by-night, companies are or- 
ganized; they hawk dauby pictures 
around from dealer, to 
dealer, and 


spend their days waiting with their 
bundles- of impossible drawings in the 
outer offices of publishers. 


There is no foijm of privation, and 


heartbreaking despair, they 
do 
not 


know, and no/sensible person can wit- 
ness it without, longing to say to these 
poor, silly little geese, that- if they 
have a good home, for. heaven's. sake 
to go back to it; and stay, in it, and 
be contented.

They 
might do so much In their 


home, and they can do so little' out of 
it—they would be such gorgeously tal- 
ented amateurs, and they are 
such 


rank failures as professionals.'' 


Probably no girl .will believe this. 


She has been " misled by stories of 
country girls who had never even seen 
the .stage, and'who came to New Tork 
and were immediately offered a mil- 
lion dollars a night by Mr. Frohman to 
play Lady Macbeth, or who, without 
previous experience, wrote a story that 
magazine editors fought over, or of 


j girls whose first picture brought them 
in enough to buy a Fifth avenue man- 
sion. These things never happen in 
real life, but the girl doesn't know it, 
and it is the glittering fallacy that 
lures her away from home. • 


• The career craze is the Moloch be- 


fore which the modern young woman 
sacrifices herself, and until she finds 
out for herself that it is a false god, 
nothing can be done about it.' She will 
keep on leaving .-home, for she is join-
